Mid-Year Outlook 


Andover, like other New England communities, reached 
the mid-summer period with renewed confidence in matters 


economic. Business was on the upgrade as the year went 


into its second half. 


The New England Council reported many favorable 


Signs, although there were still some weak Spots, 


According to the Council, food store sales were at re- 


cord highs, and the Bureau 


of Labor Statistics reported 


job gains. The Federal Reserve Bank of Boston in its 
latest report on industrial production said the index in- 
dicated manufacturing was up for the first time since last 


September. 


Steel warehouse tonnage in New England in June was 


five to ten per cent better than in the previous month of 
May. Heavy production contracts in the region for the first 
five months of the year were 48 per cent above the same 


period in 1957, and in May 


they showed a 37 per cent 


increase over the same period a year ago. 


However, some parts of the economy were a little less 


robust. The New England shoe output was down, but less 


on an average than the U. S. industry as a whole. Power 


production was running about the same as a year ago. 


New car registrations at the end of April were 22 per cent 
under the figure for the first four months of 1957. 

People were still putting a little away for a rainy day. 
As wages went higher so did saving bank deposits in- 
crease, Savings went up since the first of the year ac- 
cording to the Federal Reserve Bank. 

The bank also reported commercial loans of member

They 
had been serving themselves from 
an open-air counter since the 
camp opened in May. 

A state inspector has con- 
demned an attic room at the Stowe 
School, stating it may not be 
used as a classroom this fall un- 
less extensive and expensive 
alterations are made.

TAXPAYERS INSIST 
DATA HELPFUL

and not from Opinion, what the 
effect on you will be and why. 

“Many organized groups, such 
as the Shawsheen Improvement 
Association, and hundreds of 
individual residents of Andover, 
aroused at the potential impact of 
their tax burden when the tentative 
rate and assessmentS were an- 
nounced in May, approached the 
Taxpayers’ Board with requests 
for action and advice. They were 
dissuaded by us from taking any 
action until we had discussed 
the plan with the Board of Asses- 
sors. In view of this we, in the 
Taxpayers’ Association, feel that 
we would be remiss in our res- 
ponsibility to our fellow towns- 
men if we did not step in and give 
them, as accurately as we can 
under the circumstances, the 
picture which, in our opinion, 
should have come from their 
officials. 

““Almost three months azo when 
we first asked the assessors for 
a conference, we outlined to them 
what we believed caused the un- 
usually high increases in home- 
owners’ tax bills and what we 
would propose as a procedure to 
lighten the burden. We also 
pointed out that our belief was 
based upon estimated data and 
that before we firmed our proposal 
we would like to sit down with 
the assessors and obtain actual 
data for certain classes of pro- 
erty which we described to them. 
Ve were told that they would be 
glad to meet with us and provide 
these figures around the Ist of 
June. From that time until July 
2lst our representative called 
numerous times to check on the 
promised meeting. Each time he 
called he mentioned the break- 
down of data which would be 
needed. Hach time he was assured 
it would be forthcoming and was 
led to believe that no final action 
would be taken until such data 
were available, thoroughly dis- 
cussed and released to the citi- 
zenry for their consideration and 
possible action before the asses- 
sors set the final rate. 

“When we met on July 28th in 
the assessors’ office, we asked 
for these figures and we were 
astonished and disappointed when 
told they were not available, 
kortunately, we had brought with 
us our analysis on estimated data. 
This was presented to all those 
present. The assessors conceded 
that, while the estimates probably 
were not 100% correct, the veneral 
effect and general principle in- 
volved were substantially correct, 

“Our analysis showed that, if 
the old assessments had been 
retained and the tax rate were 
raised by $12, residential proper- 
ties would have been asked to 


yay a tax bill of approximately 
$560,000 more than in 1957, Under 
the new assessments they are 
being asked to pay approximately 
$500,000 more than in 1957. Why? 
The answer is simple. 

“Under the old assessment pro- 
cedures, business, industries, 
public utilities and other mercan- 
tile establishments paid a dis- 
proportionately large share of 
taxes and homeowners paid a much 
smaller share. Under the new 
procedures, this is evened out and 
residences pick up their correct 
proportionate share of the tax 
load. This is the democratic 
process and-is desirable. While 
this may ‘hurt’ in the immediate 
future, in the long run Andover’s 
tax rate, in the face of inflation, 
can be stabilized completely only 
through the establishment of a 
thriving industrial park. This can 
be accomplished only if a satis 
factory industrial climate is 
created. We would hardly expect 
industry to be overeager to use 
our industrial areas if our tax 
Structure penalizes them. llow- 
ever, there is no need to do that 
over night, particularly when the 
Surprisingly high increase in re- 
sidential taxes came to the notice 
of homeowners almost seven 
months after the start of their tax 
budget year. Hence, our proposal 
to introduce the change gradually. 

“There is no point in burden- 
ing our citizens with the question 
of legality except for a short 
item: The Taxpayers did not 20 
into this thing without a full in- 
vestigation of the legal implica- 
tions. Several conferences were 
held with legal council. The state 
Supreme court decision cited by 
Mr. Wood of the Tax CGommis- 
Sioner’s office was a Connecticut 
case and not Massachusetts. The 
Supreme court decisions in the 
Commonwealth have all refused to 
compel municipal 
adhere to anything other than 
What they deem to be right. If 
that were not so, ir. Wood and his 
office would have succeeded long 
ago in forcing their views on 
many more than the few communi- 
ties who have agreed. More than 
80 per cent of all Commonwealth 
communities have valuations 
which are as chaotic or more 
chaotic than Andover’s was,

“Boston is a good example in 
point. Our 1957 assessment struc- 
ture is not very far different from 
Boston's existing structure. lhe 
lVaxpayers’ proposal to introduce 
the new Structure on a pradual 
basis is not very different from 
the Boston plan except that 
Boston plans to take much longer, 
\pparently, the difference is that 
in Boston the officials are more 
concerned with the human pro- 
blems involved than they are with 
legalisms, They refuse to swallow 
this 1/3 up, 1/3 down and 1/3 
level opinion which we get from 


Tax Commissioners and revalya- 
tion experts. These ommis 
sioners and experts have played 
that tune so long that they haye 
hypnotized themselves jnic for- 
getting that there are exception 
to every rule. 


“We feel certain that final 
figures, if they are ever compiled 
in the form we requested then 
will bear out our analysis to a 
Substantial degree. If they qo not 
we will apologize to our assessors 
and Messrs. Wood and McGann 
publicly. If we prove to be, orrect 
no apologies will be expected 
because apologies couldn't possi- 
bly repair the damage that will 
have been done to many more 
people than the ‘minority’ our 
officials talk about. 

“While we are on the juestion 
of taxes, you will recal| that, late 
last winter, in our pre-election 
booklet, the Taxpayers’ \ssocia- 
tion stated that the best way jn 
Which our Town Government costs 
can be reduced is hy increased 
efficiency of administration. We 
then urged you to vote for the 
Selectmen-Manager Charter and 
you. did. However, that is only 
part of the action that must be 
taken. It is necessary now to make 
certain that you elect Selectmen 
next March who will why lehearted- 
ly seek the best manager \ndover 
can afford and then sive him the 


most complete support possible. 
In other words, you must etect 
selectmen who will abide sin- 
cerely by your decision to have 
the new charter and who will ex- 
pend every effort to make it 


succeed, 

““Even now there is evidence 
that the anti-manager of; ip is 
Organized to do its utmost to 
‘knife’ the new charter. It is their 
plan to throw roadblocks at the 
charter and the manager at every 
possible point in order to force 
them to fail. They expect to ac- 
complish this by getting you, the 
citizens of Andover, to vote in at 
least a majority of selectmen who 
are anti-manager. Don’t let them 
fool you. Make sure your new 
selectmen will be citizens pledsed 
to make a success of what you 
voted for. The Andover Civic
